REPORT OF ACTION TAKEN ON THE RESOLUTIONS 

OF THE BOARD 

Action has been taken on all the resolutions passed at the Twenty- 
eighth Annual Meeting of the Inter-University Board held at Waltair on 
5th January, 1953. 

1. Resolution No. IV (3) recommending the acceptance by all 
Universities in India of the registration of the Army Educational Corps 
Peisonnci at any Indian University as sufficient for their admission to 
examinations conducted by a University contiguous to the Stations which 
they are posted was communicated to all Universities. The replies received 
from tile Universities are .summarised in Appendix A. The Universities 
of Gujarat, Osmania, Panjab, Poona and Utkal agree to the recommen- 
dation whereas those of Agra. Aligarh, Allahabad, Annamalai, Baroda, 
Bombay, Calcutta, Jammu & Kashmir and Roorkee do not, The matter 
is under consideration with Banaras, Madras, Nagpur and Saugar Uni- 
versities. 

2. Resolution No. V (2) was communicated to the Universities 
drawing their attention to the resolution passed by the Inter-University 
Board at its Special Session held at Nagpur in the month of August, 1950, 
on the subject of maintaining an adequate standard of English in the 
interests of higher education. A statement of replies received from the 
Universities is given in Appendix B. The majority of them is in agree- 
ment with the recommendation of the Board. 

3. Resolution No. VI (1) recommending that ordinarily non-Uni- 
versity Diplomas cannot be recognised as equivalent to University Degrees, 
was circularised among the Universities ; it laid down that Universities 
may waive a strict compliance with the Regulations and admit such 
candidates, as happen to possess non-University professional qualifications 
of a high class and satisfy the Universities of their capacity, to pursue 
courses of study for higher degrees. Replies received from the Univer- 
sities are given in Appendix C. The Universities of Allahabad, Anna- 
malai, Bombay and Utkal do not recognise the non-University Institutes. 
The Universities of Agra, Baroda, Calcutta, Gujarat, Nagpur, Osmania, 
Poona, Roorkee and Saugar have accepted the resolution of t)ie Beard. 

4. Resolution No. VIII (1) requesting the Universities having 
B.T. or B.Ed. degree courses to consider the desirability of including 
Home Science as an optional subject for the B.T. or B.Ed. degree was 
communicated to them. The Universities of Agra, Allahabad, Andhra, 
Baroda, Nagpur, Panjab, Poona and Saugar have arranged for such a 
course while the proposal is receiving the attention of Annamalai, Gujarat, 
Jammu & Kashmir, and Utkal Universities. 

5. In Resolution No. IX (c), the Universities were requested to 
supply more detailed information to the Inter-University Board regarding 
research facilities, etc., for the publication of lists of research work car- 
ried out by the Universities and circulation of copies thereof to the Uni- 
versities for information. Replies have been received from the Univer- 
sities of Agrr, Allahabad, Andhra, Annamalai, Baroda, Bombay, Calcutta, 
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Jammu & Kashmir, Nagpur. Osmania. Poona, Saugar and Utkal and they 
have all noted the request of the Board. A request has also been sent to 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Education to supply infor- 
mation about research projects contemplated or carried on at their 
research centres to the Universities. 

6. The Universities were informed of the Board’s Resolution No. 
XI (i) recommending to them the resolution of the Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation of India for providing beds in existing Medical Institutions for 
students suffering from tuberculosis and to arrange for Mass X-Ray 
examination of the student population. Statement of replies received 
from them is given in Appendix D. A majority of the Universities already 
have such an arrangement or agree to have the matter under their active 
consideration. 

7. As desired in Resolution No. XI (4), circulars were issued to 
the Universities requesting them to expedite the regular despatch of sta- 
tistical returns to the Government of India. The Universities have replied 
that every effort is made to supply the information as soon as possible. 
They have to get the figures from their constituent Colleges which are 
often large in number and then to consolidate them. 

Resolutions on which action has to be taken by the Government 
of India and other concerned bodies have been communicated to them 
and their replies are awaited.

IMPORTANT EVENTS 

The Seventh Congress of the Universities of the Commonwealth 

was opened in the United Kingdom at Cambridge on the afternoon of 

iJth July, 1953, under the Presidentship of the Marshal of the Royal 

Air Force, Lord Tedder, Chancellor of the University of Cambridge. A 

ongregation was held at the same time to confer honorary degrees on 

J^chess of Kent and on six of the visiting overseas delegates.

y, spoke. The general view was that there should be a 
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two-way traffic of students, research workers and teachers from one 
country of the Commonwealth to the other for the development of higher 
education. To achieve this, the following resolution was adopted, “ that 
the Universities of each Commonwealth country be recommended to seek 
suitable opportunities for approaching their government with a request 
that it should make a contribution to a co-operatively administered 
Commonwealth Interchange Fund to enable the present pilot scheme to 
be continued and expanded, especially in relation to grants in Category B 
(Distinguished Visitors) and to grants for travel between the overseas 
Commonwealth countries. ’ The same afternoon, an Extraordinary 
General Meeting of the Association of Universities of the British Com- 
monwealth was held to review its activities during the quinquennium. 
On this occasion the minimum subscription rates for member institutions 
was raised by 50 per cent, on the understanding that institutions who felt 
it a hardship could represent their case for permission to contribute at 
the old rates. This has affected the Universities in India also who are 
members of the Association and the Inter-University Board has been 
asked to recommend if there is any case of hardship. On 16th July, there 
was a discussion on “ Higher Technological Education Dr. K. Venkata- 
raman. Director, Department of Chemical Technology. University of 
Bombay, was one of the opening speakers. The general view on the 
subject was that the Higher Technological Education should be imparted 
within the University and not left to industrial concertis only and that 
it should be fundamental and not too long. What is wanted, it was argued, 
is that the young University-trained engineer shall go out to learn his 
profession, and he can then, after two or three years, as a minimum, 
return to the University and bring with him a great deal of practical 
knowledge and learn still more on the basis not only of his original 
University training but also on his experience in the world outside. On 
the 17th July, a discussion was held on “Admission and Selection of 
Students ”. Dr. Sir A. L. Mudaliar, Vice-Chancellor, Madras University 
and Chairman of the Standing Committee. Inter-University Board, India, 
was in the Chair at this meeting, and in his opening address mentioned 
the various difficulties in the matter of admission and selection of students 
in the Universities of the world, and referred to the possibility of apply- 
ing intelligence tests or aptitude tests to solve the problem instead of 
relying solely on examination results. Dr. A. L. Mudaliar expressed the 
view that all these are necessary to judge the suitability of a student. 

On 15th July was held, a symposium on the general question of, 
“ What subject or subjects to-day are best fitted to fulfil the role played 
previously in the University curriculum by the Classics?” Among the 
opening speakers on this special topic was Dr. S. Radhakrishnan, Chan- 
cellor of the University of Delhi. Dr. Radhakrishnan pointed out that 
India too has her classics and they include Sanskrit and Pali, Arabic and 
Persian, and “ masterpieces of literature in these languages give us a 
sense of perspective and proportion and release us from the tyranny of 
the present.” 

A week previous to the Congress, a meeting of the executive heads 
of the various member institutions of the Association of Commonwealth 
Universities was held at Durham when seventy-five Vice-Chancellors 
and Principals attended as well as the Secretaries of the Inter-University 
bodies in the various countries. 
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A list of the delegates from Indian Universities to the Congress 
and Extraordinary General Meeting of the Association of the Common- 
wealth Universities is given in Appendix E. 

The travel of so many representatives from our country to Britain 
would not have been possible without the financial assistance which the 
Association was able to offer its participating member Universities from 
a fund generously furnished by two foundations, the Imperial Relations 
Trust and the Carnegie Corporation of New York. 

Prof. Samuel Mathai, Secretary of the Inter-University Board of 
India, was also deputised by the Board to attend the meeting of the 
executive heads at Durham. He obtained the passage money from the 
Association of the Commonwealth Universities and, the Board granted 
him first class railway fare to and fro Delhi and Bombay and a pocket 
allowance of Rs. 500. He was also allowed leave in continuation of the 
meeting and so he was abroad from 22nd April to 23rd August, 1953. 
During this period, Sri T. Mitra, Manager of the Inter-University Board 
officiated. 

Opinion of the Universities on the resolutions of the Conference of 
Representatives or Heads of the Commerce Faculties of the Universities 
(Printed at Appendix H of the Annual Report of the Inter-University 
Board, 1952-53) was invited. A statement of replies received from them 
is given in Appendix F. The Inter-University Board of India at their 
Twenty-ninth Annual Meeting held at Mysore on 21st December, 1953 
considered the replies received and commended the recommendations of 
the Conference to the Universities, and the Universities have been duly 
informed about them.

The Twenty-ninth Annual Meeting of the Inter-University Board 
and the Seventh Quinquennial Conference of Universities of India, 
Burma and Ceylon were held at Mysore on 21st, and 22nd to 24th Decem- 
ber 1953 respectively. These were attended by the representatives of 
me Government of India also. On the occasion of this Conference, the 
Board could meet the travelling expenses of only one delegate from each 
University instead of two, as usual, due to the financial stringency. 


During the year under report, the Standing Committee of the 
Inter-University Board met three times — on 18th April, 1953 at Delhi, 
20th October. 1953 at Madras and 20th December, 1953 at the Institute 
of Science, Bangalore, by the kind invitation of the Institute. Thus 
important and urgent matters were dealt with promptly by the Standing 
Committee. 

The Board continued to function as an Inter-University Employ- 
ment Bureau. Advertisements for vacancies received from different 
Uriiversities of India and foreign countries were circulated to the Univer- 
sities for due publicity and among these special mention may be made 
of the notices for posts in the Malaya and Oxford Universities. 


The Board kept itself in touch with the various Ministries of the 
Government of India and Research Councils and other bodies on which 
the Board is represented and thus helped them in their deliberations on 
technical subjects. 


Enquiries from students, Universities, members of the general 
public, the Government Ministries, Indian Embassies and foreign countries 
were duly attended to. 

Dr. Zakir Hussain, Vice-Chancellor, Muslim University, Aligarh, 
was elected President of the Board for the year 1954-55. 

The invitation of Bihar and Patna Universities was accepted to 
hold the next (Thirtieth) Annual Meeting of the Inter-University Board 
of India at Patna.

Sri Shyamnandan Sahay, Vice-Chancellor, Bihar University, Patna 
and Major T. Murari, Director, Animal Husbandry, Andhra State, Madras, 
were appointed representatives of the Inter-University Board to attend 
the eleventh annual meeting of the Animal Husbandry wing of the Board 
of Agriculture and Animal Husbandry in India.

Dr. Sir A. L. Mudaliar, Vice-Chancellor, University of Madras, and 
Sir Ivor Jennings, Vice-Chancellor, Ceylon University, were nominated 
representatives of the Universities of India and Ceylon for election to the 
Executive Council of the Association of Universities of the Commonwealth 
for the year 1954-55.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The audit of the Board's accounts for the financial year 1953-54 was 
conducted by Messrs. Narayana Aiyar & Co. Chartered Accountants. 
Madras, and the accounts were certified as correct. The statements of 
budget appropriation and revenue receipts for the year as audited by them 
are printed in Appendix II. The actual receipt was Rs. 69,426-3-3 as 
against the estimated figure of Rs. 94,750 as the Government of India gave 
a recurring grant of Rs. 12,000 only in place of Rs. 20,000, and the non- 
recurring grant of Rs. 20,000 which was requested for meeting t)io 
additional expenditure incurred towards the payment of travelling expenses 
of the University delegates, was not received at all. On the appropriation 
side, naturally, the expenditure under travelling expenses increased to 
Rs. 19,147-2-9 in place of the estimated figure of Rs. 14,000. There was 
another increase under “ Printing ” as the “ Research List ” of this year was 
larger than that of any previous year. However, the Press has been asked 
to charge for it according to book rates and the excess amount would be 
adjusted in the bill of the Handbook of Universities which is being printed.

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Lligibility Rules in view of the admission of the Academy as a member of 
the Inter-University Sports Board. This was done at the meeting of the 
Standing Committee held at Madras on 11th April, 1954 and the National 
Defence Academy was duly admitted to the Inter-University Sports Board. 
But it is to be observed that the admission has so far been in respect of the 
Inter-University Cricket Tournament only. However, the Academy has 
paid the full membership subscription of Rs. 250 for being entitled to 
participate in the Inter-University Tournament in 1954-55. 

There was a suggestion from Aligarh. Baroda and Nagpur Univer- 
sities that necessary amendments should be made in the Eligibility Rules 
for the conduct of Inter-University Tournaments so as to allow diploma 
students of the Universities to participate in the Inter-University Tourna- 
ments. The following amendment to Rule No. 9 (a) (iii) was moved by 
Aligarh University and referred to the Inter-University Board for adoption. 
“ Provided that students reading for a diploma course of a University may 
also be permitted to participate in the Inter-University Tournaments, 
subject to other conditions prescribed in this chapter, if : — 

(t) The Diploma course is post-matriculation, and is of at least 
two years' duration, requiring the same conditions of 
attendance and fees as for the other degrees of the 
University ; 

Provided further, that in case a diploma course is recognised 
as equivalent to a degree of another University even though 
it is of one year’s duration, a student reading for the course 
may also be permitted to play in the tournament ; 

(ii) Provided also that prior approval of the Inter-University 
Board has been obtained for such diploma course for this 
purpose.” 

The matter has been eircularised to the members of the Board for 
their views in the matter. 

It was resolved by the Sports Board that for the year 1954-55, the 
Inter-University Tournaments and Sports be held according to the existing 
Rules of the Board, but that in order to bring them up-to-date and to the 
level of international rules, these may be obtained from the respective 
National Bodies and placed before the next Annual Meeting of the Sports 
Board for their consideration. 

The suggestion of Nagpur University that Kho-Kho tournament for 
boys be introduced from the session 1954-55, if at least four Universities 
agree to participate in the Inter-University Tournaments, was approved. 

The Board generally endorsed the suggestion that all University 
teams should participate in their respective colours, and they should inti- 
mate their colours to all other Universities and the Secretary of the Inter- 
University Board. 

The Board considered the communication from the Organising 
Committee, World University Summer Games, Budapest, regarding the 
question of Indian students participating in the XII World University 
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Games held at Budapest from 31st July to 8th August, 1954 and the method 
of selecting a team if decided, and the financial aspects of the subject. 
And it resolved to refer the matter to a Committee consisting of Dr. Nurul 
Hasan, Aligarh, Sri B. L. Gupta (Panjab) and Sri F. P. Suares (Bombay) 
for exploring the possibility of financial assistance towards the project. 
The Board, however, made it clear that it had no funds to meet such 
charges. 

The Sports Board resolved that the Inter-University Board be 
requested to maintain separate accounts for the Sports Board and that t>ie 
balance of any year may be funded up for being utilized for the further- 
ance of Sports in subsequent years. This was referred to the Standing 
Committee held on 11th April 1954 and they agreed to the suggestion. 

The Sports Board resolved that the Secretary of the Inter-University 
Board should pursue the question of railway concession to the University 
teams with the Railway Board so that they may continue it for the future 
years. The Railway Board agreed to the request and have issued a stand- 
ing order to the railways to this effect. Railway concession forms have 
been printed and are being issued to the Universities. 

The Indian Universities were assigned a three-day Cricket match 
against the Silver Jubilee Overseas Cricket team which visited India 
during the year. A Committee consisting of Lt.-Col. C. K. Nayudu, 
Chairman of India XI and of our Selection Committee, Mr. M. G. Vijaya- 
sarathi, Mr. Sultan Ahmed and Mr. F. P. Suares selected a Universities XI, 
at their meetings which were held from the 21st to 23rd December. 1953, 
at Bangalore. We are grateful to them and specially to Mr. A. Narayana- 
swamy, Director of Physical Education, University of Mysore, who took 
upon himself the onerous duty of making arrangements for the conduct

CONCLUDING REMARKS. 

As stated before. Prof. Samuel Mathai resigned the post of Secretary 
of the Inter-University Board with effect from 28th December, 1953 and 
joined the University Grants Commission as its Secretary. As a result of 
this, the Office of the Inter-University Board was without a Secretary for 
some time and Dr. A. L. Mudaliar, Chairman of the Standing Committee 
of the Board, transferred, in consultation with the members of the Board, 
the Office on 1st March. 1954 to Madras, as a temporary measure from 
Delhi. For the present, much economy has been effected due to this move 
of the Office to Madras as the present Secretary, Prof. V. K. Ayappan Pillai, 
has been appointed with effect from 1st February, 1954, on the minimum 
salary of Rs. 750 per mensem instead of the former salary of Rs. 1,250 per 
mensem which was being paid to the former Secretary. Moreover, the 
posts of a Third Assistant and a peon have been kept in abeyance. The 
Board has also not to incur any house-rent as the Vice-Chancellor and 
Syndicate of the University of Madras have been pleased to accommodate 
the Board Office in the spacious rooms of the Senate House, for which the 
Board feels much grateful. 

The Inter-University Board of India places on record its grateful 
appreciation of all the courtesy and co-operation received from the Univer- 
sities, the Government of India and other bodies. It also appreciates very 
much the excellent manner in which the Standing Committee and its 
Chairman, Dr. A. L. Mudaliar, dealt with important matters.

“The Standing Committee having considered the views expressed 
further on the recognition of non-University professional qualifications 
by the representatives of the Ministry of Education and having had the 
advantage of hearing Dr. S. S. Bhatnagar on the subject, came to the 
following conclusions : 

The Standing Committee is of opinion that ordinarily non-University 
Diplomas cannot be recognised as equivalent to University degrees, but it 
feels that in the case of those who hold non-University professional quali- 
fications of a high class, the Universities concerned may waive a strict 
compliance with Regulations and admit such candidate to pursue courses 
of study for higher degrees in the Universities if satisfied of their capacity. 

The Standing Committee is of opinion that the National Laboratories 
that have been established and are working under the Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research should be recognised for purposes of Post-graduate 
study and research by the different Universities ; but so far as the first 
research Degree is concerned, the Standing Committee is of opinion that 
this should always be taken at a University. 

The Standing Committee is also of opinion that candidates working 
in these National Laboratories, or anywhere else in Laboratories and 
Institutes recognised by the Inter-University Board, should, after the period 
of research, supplicate for any post-graduate degree to the University from 
which they had previously graduated.”

I am of the opinion that it is necessary to emphasise the professional 
aspects of the Commerce course. Attempts should also be made to make 
the course an integrated one. The course should be considered to be an 
academic-cum-professional one. 

It is desirable that the degrees of one University should get recogni- 
tion in the hands of another sister University and in order that such 
recognition may mean only a formal affair, it is but essential to have 
agreement among the various Universities regarding the duration and 
content of a commerce, course and the qualifications need to enter it. 

I am in agreement with regard to the general principles (not details) 
arrived at in the conference on the points mentioned above. However, 
coming to the details I beg to offer the following remarks. 

With legard to the B.Com. Degree course I approve of the 
rec-.mmendalions of the conference regarding the division of the B.Com. 
course into four main groups : (1) Language. (2) Economics, (3) Com- 

merce and (4) Elective. 

However. I am of the opinion that selection of different subjects 
under each of the groups should be left to the Universities concerned. But 
Mercantile Law, Commercial Law and Accounts should find a place under 
Commerce group in addition to other subject or subjects, as, among other 
things, it is these two subjects which give B.Com. a professional basis 
and distinctiveness of its own. 

Regarding the subjects to be included in the elective group it is 
but desirable to include only such subjects in the list which pertain more 
to commerce rather than to economics. 

In addition to the acceptance of the general principles and objectives 
detailed above, uniformity of the standards can be maintained by adopting 
a uniform standard in the matter of classification of successful candidates 
into difleient classes (viz., I. II, III). Further, uniformity of standards can 
be better achieved if each University appoint one or more representatives 
of commerce faculties of other sister Universities as members of its Board 
of Studies in Commerce rather than by “ appointing half the number of 
examiners at any one commerce examination from other Universities ” as 
envisaged by the conference. This is suggested as it is the Board of Studies 
which, generally frames syllabus rules and regulations relating to a parti- 
cular course In any University. 

With regard to B£om. Honours and M.Com. courses, I beg to submit 
that it is but desirable to arrive at some general agreement now itself in 
the matter of these two courses also as the same amount of difficulty as 
has arisen now with regard to B.Com. courses might arise also with regard 
to those two (B.Com. Hons, and M.Com.) at a later stage. If some 
understanding can now be arrived at with regard to B.Com. course 
there is no reason why the same cannot be achieved with regard to Honours 
and Postgraduate courses too. Such understanding with regard to B.Com. 
Hons, and M.Com. is also desirable to maintain the integrated character of 
commerce courses at the University level. 
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I may be peimitted to add finally that the practice (if there is any 
existence) of awarding Honours Degree on the basis of marks obtained at 
ordinary B.Com. examination should be done away with. 

Vieios of the Vice-Chancellor. 

Uniformity of standards can be better achieved if each University 
appoints one or more representatives of Commerce Faculties of Studies in 
Commerce (Pass) rather flian by “appointing half the number of 
Examiners at any one Commerce Examination (Pass) from other Univer- 
sities ” as envisaged by the Conference.

1 fully endorse the view of the sub-committee that as long as the 
attainment of the students at the B.Com. standard is adequately maintained 
it does not matter whether the Intermediate Commerce Course forms 
part of the B.Com. Course as in Bombay or the B.Com. Course is of 3 years 
duration after Higher Secondary Examination as in Delhi. The principle 
which should be observed is that the candidate shall have pursued 4 years 
of study after the matriculation or equivalent examinations (or 3 years 
after the Higher Secondar>' or Elquivalent as in Delhi). 

I therefore, fully agree with the view of the Conference of represen- 
tatives of Commerce Faculties and Departments of Indian Universities that 
subject to the duration of studies and the standard of achievement being 
approximately equal, the Universities should recognise the examinations 
conducted by other Universities as equivalent to their own. 

I also agree with the view that the question of B.Com. Honours 
course should be left to individual Universities. Where Universities have 
a B.Com. Honours Course there shall be an Examination for the M.Com. 
Degree one year after B-Com. (Hon.) Examination. 

I also agree with the view of the Conference that the Courses for 
the M.Com. Degree should be of a specialised nature and that practical 
training should be provided wherever possible. In this connection I wish 
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to Doint out that practical training can be provided only in regard to 
Secretarial and Office work, Office Organisation, and Co-ordination between 
the different Departments in an Industrial concern. No practical training 
in work of a technical nature can be given as the Commerce graduates are 
neither technicians, nor have they any scientific equipment for undergoing 
training in laboratory work. Similarly they cannot get any training m 
regard to purchase or sales, or price policies of the concern to which they 
are attached. Even as regards Accounts, they will not be given access to 

the costing data. 


I therefore, feel that such practical training as may be arranged for 
the M Com. students will not add much to the efficiency of the M.Coms. 
for industrial jobs. But the M.Com. students especially those who offer 
theses can do very useful work if some case problems like, for instance, the 
Study of Consumers' Taste, Demand Elasticity, Seasonal variations in 
demand, or some inquiries into Specific Problems of industries are referred 
to the Universities either by Government or industrial concerns or by the 
Commissions like the Tariff Commission. 


MAHARAJA SAYAJIRAO UNIVERSITY. BARODA :

The Committee considered the replies received from the various 
Universities to the circular issued by the Chairman, regarding existing 
facilities for persons in employment to obtain University qualifications and 
a Note on the subject prepared by the Chairman about the existing posi- 
tion. It was observed that in most Universities bona fide teachers were 
granted exemption to appear for University examination under certain 
conditions, and in a few, women were allowed to take the examinations 
without attendance at courses ; and that in Universities, persons in employ- 
ment were allowed to take University examinations with or without attend- 
ance at evening or morning classes. Such qualifications in the last category 
are termed ' external ’ in some Universities. 

The Committee noted that on account of the unfortunate emphasis 
placed on the possession of a University degree for a variety of appoint- 
ments both by the Centre and by the States, and the consequent denial 
of reasonable prospects for those who do not possess a University qualifi- 
cation, there is considerable pressure on Universities for the relaxation of 
the rules of attendance. It is the firm belief of the Committee that if 
standards have to be maintained in the Universities, it can only be by the 
States and Centre and the Public Service Commissions co-operating with 
the Universities, following the practice adopted in other countries and by 
not demanding the possession of a University degree qualification, except 
in the case of such technical appointments where professional qualifications 
of a high grade are needed and for certain higher posts where it is desirable 
that the University Degree should be insisted upon. 


The Committee feels that with regard to the bulk of the appoint- 
ments, the proper thing would be for the Government to hold departmental 
tests and to give the employees certain improvements in position and 
status on passing these tests, rather than requiring a University qualifica- 
tion. This is particularly true in regard to appointments in the administra- 
tive side and certain appointments in the judicial line, where persons can, 
begmning their career as clerks or otherwise, by their knowledge, experi- 
ence and by their passing the departmental examinations improve their 
prospects and qualify for higher posts in the administration and in the 


of Jhe modifications that we have suggested in the methods 

01 recruitment to the services, we have thought it necessary to consider 
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the appeals made by the representatives of Government servants and 
various bodies of employees to have some concessions granted to them for 
appearing for University examinations. 

As a transitional measure, the Inter-University Board may consider 
the possibility of giving certain facilities for obtaining higher University 
qualifications, but in this direction, the Committee does not recommend any 
differentiation being made between candidates in Government service and 
in any other service. If any concession is to be shown, it must be open to 
all. Such concessions may be in regard to studies in Humanities. It 
should not be extended to courses in Science, and to professional courses 
such as Engineering, Technology, Veterinary Science, etc., where practical 
work is invoU'ed. The only professional courses for which facilities may 
be given are (1) Law and (2) Commerce. 

(i) During this transitional period, when this privilege is given, 
such candidates should be part-time students studying in recognised insti- 
tutions of the University either in the morning hours or in the evening 
hours. 


(ii) These recognised institutions must have a staff quite separate 
from the staff of the regular colleges affiliated to the University. The 
qualifications of such staff should be the same as those prescribed in the 
regular colleges and teaching under similar grades. It is not desirable 
that teachers in a regular college should also be teachers in a part-time 
college. But in exceptional cases where the management has a regular 
college and a part-time college, it may be open to the executive of the 
University to allow a teacher to teach in both types of institutions, provided 
it is under the same management and provided further that the total num- 
ber of hours of work prescribed by the University is not exceeded. Any 
teacher appointed to teach both in the regular institution and in the part- 
time institution should be adequately recompensed for the teaching that he 
does in the part-time institution over and above the pay he is entitled to for 
his teaching in the regular institution. The number of such teachers 
employed in a part-time institution must not exceed one-third of the total 
number of teachers. 

(iii) The number of students admitted to these part-time classes 
must be regulated by the University on lines similar to that adopted for 
fixing the number of regular students in colleges. 

(iv) Such part-time instruction should be extended for a minimum 
of one year in excess of the regular course for the corresponding examina- 
tion, and the students taking such instruction must fulfil the conditions in 
regard to attendance, conduct, character and progress as is demanded of 
regular students. 

(v) If the students satisfy these requirements, they should apply 
for the same degree or other examination, and take the examination under 
the same conditions. 

(vi) These part-time colleges should be affiliated to the University 
under definite conditions laid down by the University concerned. The 
conditions pertaining to buildings, libraries, playgrounds, extra-curricular 
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activities, etc., will be relaxed in the case of part-time colleges, but other 
conditions such as hours of work, staff, etc., should be cornplied with^ The 
scales of fee and salaries paid to the teachers must conform to the rules 

of the University. 

(vii) Students admitted to such institutions should be of the mini- 
mum age of 18 for the Intermediate, and 20 for the degree courses. 

(viii) These will be confined to the Intermediate and Pass Degree 
courses in Humanities. 


(ix) The Committee is of opinion that some differentiation should 
be shown between the students who have taken their qualification through 
regular college course and those who take their qualifications through 
part-time instruction. Two suggestions were made, (i) that the degree 
itself may be called ‘ externar ; and (ii) that in the diploma mention 
may be made that the candidate has qualified undergoing part-time 
instruction. 


(x) The conditions mentioned above will apply to candidates 
wishing to pursue courses for the Pass degree in Law and Commerce. 

So far as women candidates are concerned, the Committee reiterates 
the decision of the Board that while education among women can best be 
promoted by providing greater facilities for regular instruction of women 
students in colleges, the existing practice that prevails in some Universities 
for encouraging women candidates may be continued for the present. 
Women students will be eligible for part-time courses under the above 
conditions. The Committee feels that as social conditions improve, it is 
desirable to have a uniform policy for all in regard to educational opportu- 
nities, and that no differentiation be made on grounds of sex.

We have audited the accounts of the INTER-UNIVERSITY BOARD OF 
INDIA, MADRAS, for the year ended 31-3-1954 and enclose the following 
statements: — 

(1) Receipts and Payments Account for the year ended 31-3-1954.' 

(2) Particulars of budget figures and actuals under Receipts and Pay- 
ments for the year ended 31-3-1954: and 

(3) Summary of Provident Fund Accounts for the year ended 31-3-1954. 

We wish to report as follows: — 

1. Cash Receipts: — We have come across numerous items of cash 
receipts having been entered in the Cash Book on dates subsequent to those 
on which they (the receipts) have been received and Acknowledged. In respect 
of receipt of contributions from some of the Universities, no official receipts 
seem to have been sent to them; the explanations offered being that such 
Universities themselves had sent their own receipts in which the Board sent 
acknowledgements. Notwithstanding the above, we would advise the Board 
issuing its own official receipts and maintaining the counterfoils therefor. 

2. Cash Payments: — 

(a) Two instances of withdrawals by the former Secretary, 
Mr. Mathai, have been noted during the course of audit. It 
is observed, however, that these two sums have been paid 
back by the said person.

It 
requires to be clarified whether delegates come under the 
definition of persons other than the members of the Board 
travelling on behalf of the Board; then only the payment will 
be in order. Again the delegates from Rangoon University 
and Jammu & Kashmir University have been paid air-fare 
to and fro, though the resolution speaks of to and fro first 
class fare only. 

Resolution No. XI (5) of Mysore Meeting is dated 
21-12-1953. But it is not mentioned from what date the 
resolution is to take effect: for payments under the head 
travelling allowance have been made subsequent to the date 
of the above resolution on the basis of a former resolution 
No. XVII (2) of Banaras Meeting. Thus it is suggested that 
a comprehensive and broad-based resolution be adopted at 
the next meeting to cover all contingencies.

(c) The Secretary be requested to communicate to all the Univer- 
sities, in future, in accordance with resolution No. XV of the minutes, 
complete list of winners and runners-up in various events in the Inter- 
University Tournaments. 

(d) Ordinarily at least 15 days notice of the meeting of the Sports 
Board be given to the members with a copy of the provisional agenda, so 
that the representatives may have an opportunity of consulting their 
appropriate University authorities before attending the meeting of the 
Board, and that the minutes of the Board be communicated in future 
within a month of the meeting to all the Universities and the Sports 
representatives. 

II. The report of the Secretary for the year 1953-54 was read and 
approved with slight modifications. 

III. Considered the Reports of the Organisers of the Inter-University 
Sports and Tournaments for the year 1953-54. 

RESOLVED that the reports as modified be approved. 

RESOLVED FURTHER that there should be provision for records 
ratification and that the records set in the various events in Athletics may 
be communicated to the Universities. 

IV. Considered the suggestion of Gujarat University about the 
desirability of constituting the Universities into three or four zones for 
purposes of Sports and Tournaments. 

The Chairman of the Standing Committee explained that with the 
distribution of the Universities into a larger number of zones, it was 
possible that there may be more entries, but that the distribution of Uni- 
versities into 3 or 4 zones may not arise in the case of events for which the 
entries were few. In such cases, all the Universities in India may be con- 
sidered as coming under one zone or two. 

After a general discussion, the Sports Board decided that the present 
practice may be continued of having only two zones. 

V. Considered the allocation of responsibility for the conduct of the 
Zonal and Inter-Zonal tournaments for the year 1954-55 and the dates for 
the conduct of these events. 

Considered also, in this connection, the requests from various 
Universities for being entrusted with the responsibility of running the 
tournaments in various events. 

Considered also the suggestions received from the Universities of 
Rajpulana. Madras, and Gujarat, regarding co-ordmation of dates 
adherence to dates notified for tournaments, and the avoidance of hoUdays 
when drawing up the programme. 
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The Board RESOLVED that the Universities mentioned below be 
authorised to conduct the various events noted against each during the 
periods specified in each case :

RESOLVED FURTHER that the Secretary of the Inter-University 
Board be requested to communicate the above programme of Inter- 
University tournaments to the various All-India Sports Bodies requesting 
them to have their fixtures so as not to clash with the above tournaments. 

RESOLVED ALSO that the last date for receipt of entries be fixed 
by the various Zonal organisations allowing about a month’s interval 
between the last date for receipt of entries and the commencement of the 
tournaments, while allowing also sufficient time for receipt of entries 
after circulation to the Universities concerned. 

RESOLVED ALSO that the Secretary of the Board be authorised 
to co-ordinate the dales wherever necessary. 

— (1) The suggestion of the Madras University that in 
ootbau, Ho«ey and Basketball, no team shall have to play on more than 
0 consecutive days except in case of drawn matches when drawn teams 
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shall have to play for 3 consecutive days was considered by the Board, 
which resolved that the suggestion be adhered to as far as possible. 

(2) Another suggestion of Madras that, as far as possible all the 
matches of each round should be played on one day, in order that the 
participating University may not be put to the inconvenience of a pro- 
longed stay, was considered, and the Board felt that the suggestion may 
be communicated to the organisers with the request that they adhere to it 
as far as possible. 

(3) The suggestion of Gujarat University, that the programme of 
the various zonal tournaments, semi-finals and finals should be communi- 
cated to all the Universities at the commencement of the first term, so that 
immediate steps may be taken for the conduct of zonal tournaments, was . 
accepted. 

VII. Eligibility rules — (1) The suggestion of the Nagpur and Baroda 
Universities for modification in the rules of eligibility permitting diploma 
students of the University to participate in the Inter-University tourna- 
ments was taken up for consideration. After a general discussion, the 
following amendment to Rule 9 (a) (iii) was moved by the representative 
of Aligarh University: — 

Add after rule 9 (a) (iii). Ch. IV of the Rules for the conduct of 
Inter-University Tournaments, the following: — 

" Provided that students reading for a diploma course of a Univer- 
sity may also be permitted to participate in the Inter-University Tourna- 
ments, subject to other conditions prescribed in this chapter, if — 

(i) The Diploma course is post-matriculation, and is of at least 
two 5 'ears’ duration, requiring the same conditions of attend- 
ance and fees as for the other degrees of the University ; 

provided further, that in case a diploma course is recognised 
as equivalent to a degree of another University even though 
it is of one year’s duration, a student reading for the course 
may also be permitted to play in the tournament ; 

(ii) Provided also that prior approval of the Inter-University 
Board has been obtained for such diploma course for this 
purpose.” 

The Sports Board RESOLVED that the suggestion be placed before 
the Inter-University Board for consideration. 

(2) To the enquiry by the representative of the Bombay University 
regarding clarification of rule 9 (b) & 9 (c) of the rules of eligibility, the 
President explained the implications of the rules. 

VIII. Rules— (1) Considered the question of clarifying the rneaning 
of the words “ staff member ” under Clause 23 N.B. of Inter-University 
Tournament Rules, whether it includes clerical and administrative staff. 

The Board was of opinion that the term “ Staff member ” men- 
tioned in the rules comprehends only the teaching staff and not the clerical 
and administrative staff. 
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(2) Considered the proposal sent up by the University of Ceylon 
that the practice of consulting Buck’s Book of Rules be discontinued forth- 
with. specifically in Swimming and preferably in all games, and that the 
International rules of the Sports concerned be adopted and made available 
to the constituent Universities. 

Considered also the suggestion of Saugar University that the 
Kabaddi rules of the Kabaddi Federation of India be followed. 

RESOLVED that for Kabaddi the rules framed by the Kabaddi 
Federation be followed for the conduct of the tournaments in Kabaddi 
this year (1954-55), and that a copy of the rules be obtained by the Secre- 
tary and made available to the members. 

RESOLVED FURTHER that in regard to the other tournaments, 
the rules now in force be adopted for the year 1954-55, and that the Secre- 
tary be requested to get into touch with the National Bodies concerned 
with the various sports for a copy of the International rules, and that these 
rules be circulated and brought up before the Sports Board at its next 
meeting for adoption in the conduct of the tournaments during the year 
1955-56. 


IX. Tonniaments— (1) Considered the suggestion sent up by the 
National Rifle Association of India, for (a) The starting of Rifle Clubs in 
Colleges, and (b) Introducing of Shooting as an item in the competitions 
.of respective Universities and also in the Inter-University Sports. 

The Board felt that the suggestion was not feasible and they could 
not commend it to Universities. 

(2) The suggestion of the Nagpur University that the Kho-Kho 
tournaments for boys be introduced from the session 1954-55, if at least 

four Universities agree to participate in the Inter-University Tournaments, 
was approved. 

The Board was not in favour of introducing Rowing as one of 
the Sports items for Inter-University competition, as suggested by 
Lucknow University.

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XII. Railway Concessions — The Board generally endorsed the sug-

The Tournament for Women. 

In the tournament for women, the above six Universities entered their 
teams. The two Universities in the tournament viz., Patna and Allahabad 
after arriving at Saugar informed that they could not collect their women 
teams. The Bombay University which was the only team from the South 
Zone was directed by the Secretary, Inter-University Board of India, to 
proceed to Sagar to play the tournament on an All-India basis but they 
expressed their inability to send their team. Thus Saugar was the only 
team left in the tournament, hence no matches could be played. 

It will be wrong to gather from this report that non-participation in 
this tournament is an indication of lack of interest in this game. The 
earns withdrew not because of lack of enthusiasm and interest in the 
game but because of the long vacation of Dewali which is a very important 
es ival. On my part to avoid the important Dewali dates, I did my utmost 
o persuade the Bombay University to postpone the grand final by 4 days

The climate here was a bit cold for most of our guests and particularly 
for our friends from Mysore. I was, however, able to get them blankets 
from the army. Our hygienic and sanitation facilities were not as modern 
as in the hostels of other Universities but the visitors adjusted themselves 
to the changed conditions as sportsmen. 

The standard of the game was fairly good and the North Zone final 
between the Universities of Calcutta and Delhi was fairly interesting and 
exciting. It resulted in a victory for the Delhi University. The North 
Zone finals ended on the 12th of January. 1954 and Delhi were very 
sporting to start the Inter-Zonal match on the 13th of January, 1954 
against the Mysore University. 

This too was a thrilling encounter till the last moment but the Mysore’s 
batsmen could not do well in a climate which they were not used to. The 
match ended half an hour before lunch time on the 16th of January, 1954 
in favour of the Delhi University. The Rohinton Baria Gold Trophy, 
therefore, came to the North after a very very long time. We congratu- 
late the Delhi University on their victory as also for bringing this hand- 
some trophy to the North. It is in fitness of things and in the interest of 
the tournament that the trophy should rotate from South to North and 
North to South so that the interest is sustained.

THE INTER-UNIVERSITY KHO-KHO TOURNAMENT FOR WOMEN 

1953-54. 

The first Inter-University Kho-Kho Tournament for Women was 
organised by Nagpur University and held on the grounds of the Science 
College, Nagpur, on 11th and 12th January, 1954. This was the first 
year of the Tournament and only three Universities entered in the com- 
petition, viz. : — 

1. Patna, 2. Poona, and 3. Nagpur. 

Having regard to the enthusiasm displayed by the three teams that 
participated in the Tournament this year, the Organisers are confident 
that the number of entries for this Tournament will rise considerably next 
year. 

Nagpur University played against Patna University in the first 
round on 1 1th January, 1954, and the home team claimed an easy victory 
over the Patna team. The game was somewhat new for the Patna team, 
and, though it was defeated, Us keenness at the game won general appre- 
ciation. 

In the second and the final round, Nagpur met Poona on 12th 
January, 1954. This was a truly thrilling encounter and was witnessed 
by more than 3,000 spectators, who included the Chief Justice Shn 
B. P. Sinha of the High Court of Nagpur. Both the teams were experienced 
and well-trained and appeared to be equally matched. Poona made a 
flying start and established a lead of 30 marks in the first innings ; but 
the Nagpur players fought back with determination in the second innings 
and carried the honours for the day. 

The All-India Radio, Nagpur, broadcast a running commentry on 
the occasion. The Vice-Chancellor of Nagpur University, Lt.-Col. Pandit 
K. L. Dubey distributed the certificates of the Intcr-University Board of 
India to the winners and the runners-up. Subsequently, both the teams 
were entertained to tea and light refreshment.

1. A proper record of the Inter-University Tournaments in various 
games and sports may be kept at the office of the Inter-University Board 
and a copy of these records be sent to each participating University and to 
the Organising Secretary of the Zonal Inter-University Tournaments in 
the items concerned. 

2. Fi.xing of dates and co-ordination of the two Zonal Tournaments 
in the same item be done by the Secretary, Inter-University Sports Board. 
A lot of difficulty was experienced by the undersigned in the matter of 
fixing the date for the Finals of the Tennis Tournament. It will be highly 
appreciated if the fixing of and the change in dates be made with the 
permission of the Secretary, Inter-University Sports Board. 

3. Provision of Tourist-coaches for the teams on concession rates. 

4. Concession orders for the individual players may be issued by 
the Secretary, Inter-University Sports Board as is done in the case of 
‘ Cricket ' in order to avoid unnecessary delay or confusion arising in this 
matter. 

In the end, I wish to place on record here my very deep sense of 
appreciation for all the visiting players and Professor-in-Charge for the 
extreme kindness and willing co-operation extended to me and to all other 
members of the Tournament Committee in making this Tournament a 
success.

All the matches in the first round were played on the two courts 
of the University and two courts in the Public Garden in the city. In the 
first round Osmania, Mysore, Ceylon and Madras had no difficulty in 
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winning against Andhra; Karnatak, Gujarat and Travancore respectively 
and entered the Semi Finals. In the Semi Finals Ceylon and Mysore were 
trounced leaving Osmania and Madras to meet in the finals. 

The final was played on the University Campus Courts on December 
27, 1953 between Madras and Osmania before a large gathering. 
Udaikumar of Madras gave a brilliant display against Shafiuddin of 
Osmania, 6-3, 6-0. Akbar Khaleeli of the Madras University defeated 
Asif Quadri of Osmania, 6-4, 7-5. The doubles match was also well 
contested and Madras won against Osmania 8-6, 7-5. 

The North Zone tournament commenced at Jaipur on 1st January, 
1954 and the finals were played on the 6th. Madras Univer.sity players 
did not agree to wait for the arrival of North Zone Winners, the Delhi 
University. Delhi University players arrived here on 9th January, 1954. 
But as Madras University players were not here, the finals could not be 
played and the Delhi University were declared the winners and the Trophy 
was handed over to them. I regret very much indeed that the Tennis 
Tournament should have ended in such an unfortunate manner.
